Our Publie Men, 

The New York Times, reviewimg a lec- 
ture on the difficulty of getting good men 
into office, delivered recently before the 
Union League Club by a certain Mr. Hor. 
PIN, makes some suggestions as to the best 
mode of reforming the public service in this 
respect. A great popular commotion al- 
ways throws the worst element upon the 
surface, and we could hardly look to escape 
so general and natural a law after the ex- 
perience through which our country has 
passed. Bad men, who have taken advan. 
tage of the vehement parston of the peo- 
ple, are a consequence of civil feud; and it 
is doubtful whether aby system of govern- 
ment or any hedges raised up around the 
selection of officials would protect us 
against a contingency that would seem 
from all accounts, to be inevitable. Ali 
that we can do, at this time, is to moderate 
public opinion by sober counsels. It is 
the epring that is muddied, even at its 
source, and we cannot expect the stream to 
flow sweet and clear until the spring 18 
given time to settle itself. 

But, behind all this, there are reasons 

why the standard of our political mana- 
gers is a low one; and, although nothing 
can correct this until the passions ot the 
multitude are cooled, it may be worth our 
while to consider where the trouble Hes 
and how it may be treated, when we come 
to treat it in a practical form. 
Certain it is that, it suffrage is cheap- 
ened, official place is lowered in propor- 
tion to the ratio of ignorance and irre- 
sponsibility admitted to the ballot. Um. 
versal suffrage must needs include a great 
amount of absolute corruption. As we 
have encountered it, moat of its evils have 
been aggravated. To reform it, we must 
abridge it or instruct it, and here the 
question comes in, can it be educated to any 
sufficient extent? New England has not 
been remarkable as a producer of first- 
class public men for all her common 
schools and universal suſtrage, whilst the 
South, under the old dispensation, with a 
very umited suffrage, common- 
school system worth naming, was con- 
spicuous for her politicians, who, as a 
class, were exceptionally upright and effi- 
cient. 

There iz a reason jor everything. Before 
the war the North sent he: worst men to 
Congress. The South sent her best. And 
why? The answer is very simple. In the 
crowded States of the sea-board capable 
men made large incomes. Public life did 
not pay successful men to abandon the 
practice of law and physic or to quit lucra- 
tive commercial pursuits, They could not 
afford the scuffle with universal suffrage. 


Wen they did they corrupted themselves 


and made up the deficit in their pay as 


office-holders at the expense of the country 


and theirown honor. It used to be per 
fectly well understood at Washington that 
you could buy up Northern members of 
Congress by the score, but that it would not 
be safe to approach a Southern member 
with a bribe. This does not prove that the 
North is worse than the South or that the 
South is better than the North. 
Human nature is the same the 
world over. It simply goes to show 
that the trouble lay with universal suf- 
rage and insufficient salaries. The South 


was sparsely populated. Large incomes, 


except on slave property, were unknown. 
The pay of a Congressman was as much 
as the best profeesional men could make 
at home, and, as Congress- was an honor, 
the best professional men sought it. 
There was po motive to corruption be- 
cause the successful candidate found him- 
sell receiving as much as he had been m 
the habit of getting, and, of course, in the 
case of the rich planter there could be no 
temptation, for he had already made his 
fortune or had it made for him. So the 
South beat the North all the time in the 
politics of the country because the South 
put forward first-rate men and the North 
met them with second-rate men. At this 
time the South is not represented at all. 
She has no choice given her and therefore 
the figure cut by the North is considerable. 
But it must be owned that the 
sional standard 1s ,exceedingly low and in 
no quarter lower than in New England, 
where the people are pretty much of one 
way ot thinking and have grown mentally 
and morally effete for lack of friction. 
The West is comingon. The South will 
recuperate. Universal suffrage has yet to 
be tested. It bas not, we admit, had a fair 
test, But, as a protection, all salaries 
should be raised. A rich country, like 
ours, cannot afford to pay small salaries, 
which merely offer a premium on rascality. 
Our judges should be elected for life or 
during good behavior. We should have 
fewer elections. The minority system 
should be tried. Legislatures should as- 
semble no oftener than once m four years, 
aud be limited as to time and paid good 
wages. And even then, after all, we may 
not reach the political millennium so ar- 
dently desired by the philosophers. 


The Judicial Status ot Testimony. 


The constitution of Kentucky contains | 
this clause:

Without sale, denial or delay. 


| The first and second constitutions of 
Kentucky contained the same clause ber- 
| batim. 
The Legislature of Kentucky, by act 
| approved February 6, 1798, ordained that 
no negro, mulatto or Indian shall be ad- 
| mitted to give evidence but against or be- 

| tween negroes, mulattoes or Indians,” and 
the rest of the act denounces penalties 
agamst all who shall fail to attend as wit- 
nesses when summoned or who refuse to 
testity. 

This act stood as the law until the ro-

These cases lead io the inference that

Admitting this to be the judicial status 
of thie question, it may be well to inquire | 
whether in reality, and considered politi- 
cally, these acts, so fares free negroes or 
are not in conflict | 
with the spirit and true meaning of that 
part of the constitution quoted in the be 
| ginning of this article. 

This clause was intended to remedy a 
long list of ills to which corruption. and 
tyranny had subjected mankind. It is one 
ot the clauses called the Bill ot Rights, It 
is declaratory of certain essential things, 
which every citizen has thé right to de- 
mand and have done, for the preservation 
of his property, person and reputation, 
and by it are prescribed und preserved in 
purity the instrumentalities by which tight 
and justice are to be administered. It is 
important. to us that, in their fullest ex- 
tent.and exalted power, every word of its 
provisions shall be. scanned, understood, 
and interpreted, with a view to give them 
the tramscendant influences they are enti- 
tled to exercise over the remedial agencies 
of government m the prevention of wrong 
and the exaltation of right. 

“All courts shall be open”—open to the 
peering gaze of the public eye—open to 
the scrutmy of public investigation—open 
to free discussion—open to the petitions 
and complaints of all who seek redress for 
wrongs and injuries. This, in opposition 
to the secret tribunals, the star chambers 
and all the stealthy contrivances by which 
tyranny has, under pretense of laws, com- 
mitted the foulest robberies and rapines 
and plunders and murders which have 
blackened the. calendars of the nations. 
The value of this provision should be felt, 
by the attempted violations of it, of late, 
m our midst, under the specious pretenses 
of martial law and military tribunals and 
drum-head courts. 

“And every person, for an injury done 
him in his lands, goods, person or reputa- 
tion, shall have remedy by the due course 
of law, and right and justice administered 
without sale, denial or delay.” 

This portion of the section secures to 
every person, without any imaginable dis. 
tinction, based upon any ground or reason 
or prejudice whatever, the same rights of 
remedy; and apparently in the statutes of 
Kentucky and the decisions of our Appel- 
late Court these have been conceded to 
apply to all classes without regard to sex, 
race, age, color or condition. The only 
question of dispute is as to what is intended 
to be embraced by the word remedy “by 
due course of the law.” It has been as. 
sumed that the Legislature has the power 
to prescribe the remedy provided, only that 
the provisions apply equally to all persons. 
This, however, is a narrow and circum- 
ecribed view of the duty and scope 
of legislative action, whfle much latitude 
must be allowed legislative discretion. It 
ought to be admitted as a fair and rightful 
estimate of legislative duty that the clause 
and the word “remedy” must be construed 
inthe broad sense that the law-making 
power is bound to such action as will en- 
able the courts to apply such a remedy as 
will be adequate to the injury. To do 
this the trial must embrace such investiga- 
tions of every complaint-as will illustrate 
the issues raised between the parties and 
will evolve the whole transaction about 
which the litigation may be pending, else 
the court bas no adequate power to afford 
a remedy or “administer right and 
justice.” 

It-is obvious that “a due course of law,” 
te effect the object and end required, must 
‘include everything fairly and rationally 
necessary to enable the court to arrive at 
a just and right conclusion and a rational | 
determination of what judgment will “do 
right and justice.” It must include the 

right of each party to present his case by 
appropriate pleadings, and then to show 
the truth of hie allegations, when denied 
by such testumony as will conduce to 
make them. manifest. Whether the evi- 
dence is competent must be lett in some, 
perhaps in great, measure to the sound 
discretion of the court. 

But the instruments of evidence are as 
necessary tothe obtaining of a trial of 
issues in court as is the evidence itself, 
and one,as a general rule, cannot exist 
without the other. The world-wide rule 
as to incompetency of witnesses has been 
based upon pecuniary interest and infa- 
my—upon the idea that one interested in 
the result of the case ought not to testify 
and upon the idea that one guilty of crime 
is convicted as unworthy of belief. There 
used to be the exclusion of those whose 
religious belief was obnoxious to the bind- 
ing obligations of an oath, wanting the 
fear of a punishment for perjury after 
death. But this exclusion is now among 
us abolished. 

Now, the position we wish to call atten- 
tion to is simply this: Has the Legislature 
done its duty and obeyed the solemn in- 
junction ot this section 15, article 13, of the 
constitution, when it refuses, to the injured 
of the State, the right to use the testimony 


| of one-seventh of the whole population of 
the State, and inhibits the suitors of the 
| courts from proving their cases by the use 


of such testimony? Can the courts give 
remedy, and do right and justice, when 


| they are debarred from the use of so much 


of the means of manifesting the truth oi 
the propositions they enunciate as founded 


upon facts, which can only be ascertained 


by the use of testimony, and oftentimes of 
such testimony? 

The courts are commanded and the 
Judges are sworn “to be true and faithtul 
to the constitution; to afford remedy tor 
injuries; “to administer justice without 
respect to persons, and do equal right to 
the poor and to the rich;” and yet they are 
confronted, at the very threshold of their 
attempts to execute their duties and their 
oaths, by a legislative interdiction of the use 
of one-seventh of all the instrumentalities by 


which they may arrive at the truth; and if

He 
referred to the treaty of Prague in the 
most conciliatory manner, aud expressed 
the good wishes of Austria for the pros- 
perity of Germany, stating at the same time 
that it is the most fervent hope of his gov- 
ernment to live’ henceterth with Germany 
united by the bonds of fraternity and 
friendship, such as their mutual interests 
so tirgently called for. 

But it is very doubttul if these reasons 
are the only ones which induced the wily 
Austrian Chancellor to bury the hatchet 
and extend the hand of friendship to | 
Prussia, forgetting: his animosity to BW. 
MARCK and . Prussia, or whether 
they were considered at 
| Austria can but leck with 
and trembling upon a united Germany, 
over which the ambitious house of Ho- 
RENZOLLERN is reigning. The tendencies 
ot such a Germany are naturally the ab- 
sorption of all German-speaking nationali- 
ties. This is the avowed purpose of the 
new State, and no ‘ has more to 
fear in this regard than Austria, a great 
portion of whose population is of the Ger- 
man nationality, and formed till within a 
few years an integral part of the German 
people. Therefore we must regard all these 
expressions ot sympathy as assumed, and 
dictated by the still greater fear of Austria 
in regard tothe Eastern question, 

By this apparent friendship tor Prussia, 
Count Von Buver strives to attain a 
double purpose. In the first place he at- 
tempts to arouse the jealousy of the Rus- 
sian Government, which is watching the 
growth of its powerful ally, Prussia, with 
eyes not entirely free from a 
and which would see an alliance between 
Austria and Prussia with a great deal of 
displeasure, for present appearances indi- 
cate a sort of quasi understanding between 
Prussia and Russia in regard to the East- 
ern question. This understanding is most 
prejudicial to the interests of Austria in 
the East, and it is of the utmost import- 
ance for her government to break up this 
understanding if possible, and estrange the 
courts of Berlin and St. Petersburg from 
each other. 

BEvst's second object is to conciliate at 
the same time the two main elements of 
the population of Austria, the Magyars and 
the Germans. The latter can but rejoice 
if a friendly state of feeling exists between 
their government and their northern 
brethren, and the former are always in 
favor of a policy which is hostile to Ras- 
sia, upon which they look with a hatred as 
intense as it is powerless. They can not 
forget that the Russians suppressed the 
Hungarian revolution in 1849, which had 
almost triumphed over the armies of the 
Emperor of Austria, by invading the coun- 
try with a large army that committed un- 
heard-of outrages and acts of cruelty in 
the revolted provinces. These efforts for 
popularity have become necessary for 
Brust, whose position has become some- 
what shaky in Austria. 

BisMARCK seems to accept these ad- 
vances in the same spirit, but nobody need 
suppose that Brust can deceive the as- 
tute Prussian as to his true intents and 
purposes. When Bismancx’s hands are 
entirely free again, we are sure he will 
adopt the policy which he deems most 
suitable for the realization of his ambitious 
schemes, and pay but little regard to dec- 
larat ions of friendship and sympatby.

**Clubs.”’ 

The average Kentucky male is an emi- 
J nently clubable person. He is a pretty 
good judge and a fair crinker ot Bourbon 
whisky, a tolerably skillful poker-player, 
and, withal, social and talkative. It has 
been said that there is no club-life in 
America. But this, like other epigrams, 
must be taken with allowance. The club 
experiment bas certainly failed in Chicago 
and Cincinnati—two cities in which there 
is little of that steady geniality that is es- 
sential to club purposes. In Chi- 
cago the commercial mercury is 
kept in a state of perpetual agi. 
tation, The editor of the Commercial 
keeps Cincinnati in a state of chronic war. 
Here in Louisville, however, where we are 
less nervous and less belligerent, haying 
already secured our trade and finished our 
fighting, we have two clubs in successtul 
existence. 

There are reasons why these two clubs 
should beunited. They give satisfaction 
as they are, and each is able 
to maintain itself. But this is an argu- 
ment in favor of consolidation, for, as the 
two embrace the same class of people, 
might not a larger measure of satisfaction 
be obtained at less cost if they were 
thrown into one club with a great revenue 
over two small clubs with revenues just 
sufficient to pay their running expenses? 

It is a matter with which the general 
public has nothing to do, albeit, a matter of 
public interest. Many persons are mem 
bers of both clubs. Others are members 
of neither because they do not care to dis- 
criminate or are unable to pay the dues of | 
the two. Thus a good deal of money is 
wasted. A union would not disturb any 
existing arrangement. Nothing would be 
easier than obtaining a house sufficiently 
commodious to answer every want and 
secure for Louisville a magnificent rendez- 
vous to which strangers might be inyited 
with pride and entertained with a degree 
of elegance commensurate with the widely- 
known hospitality of the city.

TRALJA.—The San Francisco Bulletia of a late 
date contains some interesting statistics ef the 
gold product of our Pacific coast possessions,, 
contrasted with that of Australia from the due 
of the discovery of the argentiferous metal there 
— 1348 tn California, and 1851 in Australia,. It es- 
timaies the actual, production of all our 
mines West of the Rocks Mountains at §60,000,- 
000 per annum, and the statistics published 
from year to year sinee the discovery of gold in 
1848—now about twenty-two geara—prove that 
over $1,200,000,000 of treasure has been exported, 
Deducting Irom this sum the average of three 
years, 80 as to bring the returns to correspead 
with the returns from Australia since gold was 
discovered there—say $171,428,580—we shall have 
$1,028,571,420, to compare with the results of the 
Australian and New Zealand mines—§987,062,255. 
This gives a diGerence of 691,539. 10 in favor of 
California and the Pacific coast mines as the re- 
sult of eigteen years development. These aggre- 
gates, though orly apprbzimate, are believed to 
be the near mark, but assuming them to be eub- 
stantially correct, they show as remarkable sim- 
tlarity in the graad totals of the mining int rests 
of the two countries, so near of aa age, aud so 
similar tn their rise and progress.

The Mountains aud the Meuntaineers 
of the Caucasus. 


Picteres of a Pelygtoett Peopte, 


The lecture delivered by Mr. George Eennan 
on “The Mourtains and the Mountaineers of the 


acter pervading Mr. Kennan‘s lecture and style, 

and theugh some of hig modes of e 

might be open to criticism, there was no instance 

in which he did not convey a very clear concep- 

tion of what he wished to describe. 

We Ond that we have no room for his lutroduc- 

tory remarks, his histeric summary, or his able 

dercription of scenery, and we shall confine our- 

selves to such parts of bis lecture as tllustrated 
the manners and customs of the remarkable peo- 
ple occupying that region, aud even this must be 
fragmentary. 

The journey described wa the first one he 
mede fn tha! reg‘on. While at Petroski he was 00: 
favcrably impressed with the accommodations 
eflorded inthe mud buts, of which the place 
chiefly consisied, or by the charac.er of the in- 
babtiants. He was annoyed by fleas, and he had 
no perticulsr fancy to become a victim to Asiatic 
cholera. Leaving Petroski, alter a short stay, 
he started for the village of Timour. Every man 
whem de saw wes armed, He was now in a land 
where law secured net life. A feeling of gratifi- 
cavior, ¢xperienced on meeting a man who 

professed a high respect for him on tearniog 
that he wes an American, was e- 
ly Checked, when, efter scme conversation, 
be found that some way or other the admiration 
of the mam for Americans was connected witb 
President Lincoln, the Great Bastern end the 
Siamese twins. On arriving at the village of 
Timour he felt more disposed to leave than when 
atPetrosk!, But this was not so easily done. 
His knowledge of the Russian language, on which 
he counted so much, went for nothing. The 
number of languages he wou'd-have to acquire 
would be one, probably, for every twenty-five 
miles, A week after his arrival he learned th 

a Georgian Prince. with a strong escort, was 
atout to leave for his estate, on the southera 
slope of the great range of the Caucasus. Call- 
ing on the Priace, he obtained permission to 
travel in his company. Here he give 
a very One description of the sppear- 
amce presented by the attendants of 
the Prince, and to give e sil! clearer idea of the

's eecort. The dress consisted of a huge cloak 
of goat skia extending from the neck to beneath 
the kuees, With a mufi-like of the same 
material.

SENTENCED. 


Case of Dr. Isaac McCiasky. 

Dr. MeClasky was yesterday sentenced by 
Juoge Ballaro, in accordance with the verdict ef 
the jury, rendered last Saturcay. The indic'ment 
Was sustained only as to the first and fifth of the 
six counts—tbe first charging the defendant with 
beving in his possession 4,490 gallons of distilled 
spirits on which texes had not been paid, the 
penalty for which, where the intent to evade 
payment of the same is established, being not 
less than 6500 and double the amount of the tax 
on the whisky proven to hare been so held—the 
tax atthe time of this offense (three years ago) 
being $2 per gallop. On this count the penalty 
imposed was $500 and costs of suit. 

On the Fifth count,charging that defendant had 
omitted to make true and exact entries in the 
Gistille:’s books according to law, the court also 
fixed the minimum penalty at $500, ordering dim 
to be confined Im jail uaetilthe $1,000and co-ts 
are paid.
